I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a "method for forming a bottom spin valve GMR 
sensor element", classified in class 29, subclass 603.08. 

II. Claims 1 3-21 , drawn to a "bottom spin valve GMR sensor element", 
classified in class 360, subclass 324.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
